University  will  receive  diplomas  at  the  seventy-third  annual 
commencement  exercises  Tuesday,  June  7,  at  the  Joseph  Smith 
Memorial  Building,  upper  campus. 

Official  exercises  will  begin. at  10:00.  featuring  the  valedic- 
tory address  by  Richard  Kent  Watts.  The  Commencement 
address  to  the  graduates  will  be  delivered  by  President  J. 
Reuben  Clark  of  the  LDS  church.  Additional  remarks  will  be 
made  by  a representative  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Approximately  790  will  receive  their  degrees,  it  was  an- 
nounced by  the  registrars  office.  This  number  is  subject  to  change, 
however.until  the  final  week  of  school.  Last  year's  total  was  632 
graduates. 

Final  preparations  for  the  exercises  will  begin  Monday  at  4:30 
p.  m.,  with  the  rehearsal  at  the  Joseph  Smith  building  for-  all  gradu- 
ates. Tuesday  will  feature  the  Senior  Class  program  at  the  weekly 
devotional  assembly,  beginning  at  11  a.  m. 

During  Friday  and  Saturday  will  be  the  traditional  senior  activi- 
ties. such  as  the  Trek,  Breakfast  and  the  semi-formal  Senior  Ball 
Saturday  evening.  .

During  the  three  terms  of  the 
Summer  Session  at  the  Brigham 
Young  University  several  noted 
instructors  and  members  of  the 
Paganini  String  Quartet  will  ap- 
pear on  campus  as  the  summer 
visiting  faculty,  according  to  Dr. 
Ariel  S.  Ballif,  acting  dean  of  the 
Summer  School.  ' 


The  Summer  Session  will  be 
divided  into  three  terms.  Regis- 


tration for  the  first  term  will  be 
on  June  13  and  end  July  22.  Class 
work  will  begin  on  June  14  when 
fines  for  late  registration  will 
begin.  The  Alpine  term  will  begin 
on  June  20,  and  end  July  23,  al- 
though registration  will  be  on  June 
13. 


Registration  for  the  second  term 
will  be  on  July  25,  and  class  work 
will  begin  July  26  and  end  August 
26.  Work  in  the  second  term  and 
the  Alpine  term  will  be  conducted 
on  a six  day  week  basis,  in  order 
that  the  six  weeks'  work  can  be 
completed  in  five  weeks. 


The  Summer  Session  will  cover 
a.  full  quarter’s  work,  all  major 
fields  will  be  represented  and  18 
hours  of  credit  can  be  completed. 
Students  are  allowed  to  take  nine 
credit  hours  in  both  the  first  and 
second  terms. 


The  Alpine  term  will  be  carried 
on  at  Aspen  Grove  at  the  foot  of 
Mt.  Timpanogos.  Registration  will 
be  limited  strictly  to  students  who 
will  live  at  the  Alpine  campus, 
and  it  will  not  be  open  to  students 
who  commute.  It  will  also  be  re- 
stricted to  upper  division  students 
in  Geology,  Geography,  Physics, 
Zoology,  Botany,  and  Art.  The 
purpose  of  this  term  is  to  provide 
a means  for  the  students  to  study 
these  subjects  in  their  natural 
form. 


Dr.  Judson  T.  Landis,  assistant 
professor  of  sociology,  Michigan 
State  College,  will  be  the  discus- 
sion leader  of  the  BYU  Family 
Life  Institute.  This  institute, 
which  is  one  of  the  featured  classes 
of  the  Summer  Session,  will  give 
one  hour  credit.  From  two  to 
three  lectures  will  be  given  daily. 


Another  feature  of  the  Summer 
Session  will  be  Guidance  and  Coun- 
ciling  Clinic  held  June  20-25  under 
the  direction  of  Dean  Wesley  P. 
Lloyd.  In  this  clinic  visiting  ex- 
perts will  discuss  the  problems  of 
counciling  students  on  different 
campuses.

For  four  years  they  have  prepared  themselves  in  some 
particular  field  while  the  world  patiently  waited.  But  now  com- 
mencement time  looms  and  the  dreaded  question  is  asked, 
"What  are  you  going  to  do  after  graduation?" 

Ask  this  question  of  the  average  senior  and  his  shining  eyes 
immediately  become  shifty  and  evasive  as  he  slinks  away 
mumbling.  Peer  into  this  senior's  mind  that  has  been  carefully 
fed  quantities  of  knowledge  and  you  will  find  a jungle  of  con- 
fusion with  the  incessant  yammering  of  a little  voice  repeating, 
"Well,  what  are  you  going  to  do  when  you  graduate?”  He 
considers  returning  to  last  summer's  job  of  errand  boy  for  the 
Jones  company,  but  realizes  that  avenue  is  closed  as  not  be- 
fitting a college  graduate.  He  brightly  considers  graduate  work, 
but  that's  too  much  of  a financial  drain  and  he's  tired  of 
school  anyway. 

Over  all  looms  the  great  requisite  for  a college  graduate, 
"You've  got  to  make  good;  the  world  expects  it  of  you."  Family 
and  friends  are  waiting  quietly  and  proudly  with  folded  hands 
for  sons  and  daughters  to  crash  out  of  the  Ivory  Tower  and  ride 
hard  and  fast  down  the  road  of  brilliant  success  and  financial 
victory.  But  the  seniors  dread  the  day  when  they  will  feel 
themselves  pushed  out  from  be.hind  the  cloistered  walls  into  the 
glare  of  a fast-moving  competitive  business  world;  a hard-eyed 
world  that  asks  for  working  proof  of  ability — a world  that  un- 
concerned with  campus  honors  but  expects  more  from  college 
graduates. 

This,  then,  is  the  thing  that  makes  the  graduating  senior 
cringe.  The  fact  that  he  is  expected  to  do  such  great  things. 
He  himself  knows  that  vice-president's  job  does  not  await  him 
in  June,  nor  does  he  expect  to  have  a best-seller  on  the  stands 
in  Decerrfber.  He  knows  that  in  most  cases  he  will  have  to  start 
at  the  bottom  arid  work  up.  maybe  more  rapidly  than  the  un- 
trained person,  but  it  will  still  be  a long  drag.  He's  not  afraid  ; 
of  that.  He's  afraid  of  the  voices  whispering,  "That  man  had  j 
four  years  of  college  but  he  doesn't  have  any  better  job  than 
a high  school  graduate — what  a waste  of  time  and  money.” 


Students  undereducated 

MADISON,  Wis. — (I.P.) — "The  American  college  student 
is  over-organized  and  undereducated,"  charged  Harold  Tay- 
lor, president  of  Sarah  Lawrence  College,  recently  in  a gen- 
eral session  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  Centennial  sympos- 
ium on  "Student  Government  in  Higher  Education.” 

Students  are  under-educated,  he  said,  because  they  have 
been  treated,  for  the  most  part,  as  intellectual  children  even 
though  they  have  been  doing  all  of  the  things  which  adults 
do  during  the  last  20  years.  The  factions  which  have  arisen 
to  form  themselves  "as  a kind  of  overall  American  committee 
dedicated  to  protecting  American  college  students  from  them- 
selves, and  to  preventing  any  change  in  the  way  they  think 
and  act,  are  for  the  most  part,  ignorant  of  the  interests,  talents, 
capacities,  and  maturity  of  the  present  American  student, 
President  Taylor  added. 

"The  student  is  presented  with  education  already  system- 
atically organized  into  credits,  units,  grades,  majors,  courses, 
lectures,  tests,  grade  point  averages,  and  other  educational 
preventives,”  he  said,  "and  this  is  what  I mean  whert  I say 
that  the  American  student  is  over-organized. 

Practicability  of  courses  is  the  keynote  in  the  proposed  cur- 
riculum revision.  Present  courses  here  are  usually  a prepar- 
ation for  some  other  course  as  Chem  1 is  a preparation  for 
Chem  2. 

Dean  Ayres  approves  of  this  system  insofar  as  the  student 
who  is  majoring  in  chemistry  should  be  required  to  take  pro- 
gressive courses  in  chemistry,  but  he  points  out  that  under 
the  present  arrangement  many  students  don't  have  the  slight- 
est idea  of  taking  advanced  courses  in  that  field.  Because  of 
his  many  students  are  being  prepared  for  nothing  by  the 
course  they  are  taking  and,  because  of  course  organization,  are. 
learning  nothing  of  practical  value. 

In  the  new  curriculum  a student  would  continue  to  take 
progressive  courses  in  his  major  field,  but  other  courses  taken 
would  be  the  terminal  variety.  The  proposed  mathematics 
course  is  an  example  of  this  new  approach.  The  course  would 
have  all  material  that  served  no  practical  use  cut  out.  Linear, 
simultaneous,  and  quadratic  equations,  and  3 to  4 weeks  of 
practical  trigonometry  would  be  covered.  Statistics  and  prob- 
abilities would  also  be  included.  Modern  deevlopments  in 
mathematics  would  be  included  to  liven  up  the  course  and  to 
show  that  mathematics  is  still  a growing  science.  To  promote 
student  interest  mathematical  games  would  be  discussed. 


Small  church  college  has  much  to  gain 

CARTHAGE,  ILL.,  (I.  P.) — The  small  church  college  has  much  to 
gain  from  public  community  colleges  recommended  by  President 
Trumans  Commission  on  Higher  Education,  according  to  Dr.  Erland 
Nelson,  president  of  Carthage  College.  Speaking  for  the  church- 
related  college,  Dr.  Nelson  says  the  small,  private  college  is  here  to 
supplement,  not  fight  free  public  education. 

“If  President  Truman,  bolstered  by  his  recent  endorsement  by 
the  electorate,  goes  ahead  with  the  establishment  of  community  col- 
leges to  provide  the  first  two  years  of  higher  education  at  tax-payer's 
expense,  the  private  “college  will  stand  its  ground,”  President  Nelson 
predicts. 

"The  private  college  will  have  more  prospective  students  to  draw 
from  for  the  last  two  years  of  college  and,  with  fewer  freshmen  and 
sophomores,  will  be  able  to  concentrate  upon  providing  graduate 
work  leading  toward  master  and  doctor's  degrees.’*

We  recognized  that  our  mandate  from  the  students  in- 
volved certain  conditions  which  we. were  to  fulfill.  We  named 
those  conditions  as:  to  print  all  news  of  student  interest  in  an 
unbiased  manner  so  far  as  space  permitted;  to  entertain,  if 
possible,  with  features,  columns  and  artwork;  to  criticise,  if 
necessary,  in  interest  of  the  studentbody;  to  encourage  hon- 
orable movements,  causes  cm  the  campus;  to  record  happenings 
on  the  campus  and  the  history  of  the  school  for  future  genera- 
tions, and  to  fulfill  all  these  conditions  in  a manner  that  would 
be  complementary^  to  the  school  when  the  papers  were  viewed 
by  other  schools  or  by  critical  services. 

At  once  we  must  qualify  by  pointing  out  that  to  our  an- 
guish as  much  as  our  readers  we  have  made  mistakes — as 
many  mistakes  as  humans  can  make. 

We  have  had  constant  backers  and  admirers  and  constant 
opposition.  However,  our  rooters  have  at  times  disagreed  with 
us  and  our  enemies,  H we  may  use  the  term,  have  at  times 
praised  us.  * 

We  have  clashed  with  the  administration  more  times  than 
the  studentbody  knows.  We  have  offended  department  and 
personalities,  not  in  malice  but  as  a wake  of  conviction.  If 
this  were  not  the  last  issue  for  the  year  we  would  not  be  sur- 
prised to  clash  with  persons  and  groups  in  the  future — for  our 
convictions,  our  aims  and  our  obligations  to  our  publisher,  the 
studentbody,  has  not  changed. 

We  sincerely  apologize  to  those  whom  we  inove  unjustly 
offended.  We  would  rather  do  it  in  a more  personal  manner, 
as  we  have  in  some  cases,  but  it  is  difficult  to  do  this  m all 
instances. 

We  6we  to  our  very  efficient  staff  the  credit  for  winning 
to  top  national  honors,  in  both  editorial  and  business  depart- 
ments. The  staff  made  up  of  journalism  students  from  fresh- 
men to  seniors,  has  faithfully  spent  long  hours  and  hard  work 
gathering  and  preparing  the  news. 

And  thus  we  have  completed  the  first  chapter  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  Universe  and  the  28th  chapter  of  student  news- 
paper at  Brigham  Young.  We  started  this  year  with  a new 
name  and  a new  attitude  and  we  hope  editors  to  come  will 
understand  and  not  lose  sight  of  what  we  have  tried  to  do. 
We  hope  that  as  long  as  the  paper  is  student  financed,  oper- 
ated and  edited,  the  editors  will  stand  with  the  studentbody 
and  have  the  courage  to  protect  student  rights.

"It  seems  I have  spent  a life- 
time at  BYU,”  smiles  a benign 
and  stately  lady,  Mrs.  Ida  Smoot 
JDusenberry,  who  began  her  career 
at  the  university  at  the  age  of  five 
when  she  entered  the  Brigham 
Young  Academy. 


She  was  one  of  the  very  first 
graduates  of  the  University.  As 
she  recalls  the  graduation  march 
of  3006  from  College  Hall  to  the 
Provo  tabernacle,  she  sees  six 
graduates,  herself  among  them  in 
a crisp  white  dress.  The  procession 
was  much  the  same  as  it  is  today. 
There  is  one  great  difference,  how- 
ever: then  there  were  six  gradu- 
ates; this  year  700  in  caps  and 
gowns  will  receive  diplomas. 

During  her  career  at  BYU  she 
has  been  personally  acquainted  and 
worked  with  the  first  four  uni- 
versity presidents,  Maeser,  Smoot, 
and  Harris.  When  she  was  but  21, 
a widow  with  two  small  children, 
she  became  a kindergarten  teacher 
at  the  Academy,  and  later  a teach- 
er supervisor.  For  years  she 
worked  in  this  capacity,  but  re* 
tired  as  a psychology  instructor. 

Her  teaching  has  not  been  limit- 
ed to  the  university.  As  she  says, 
“I  have  preached  from  one  end  of 
the  world  to  the  other/’ 

Four  times  she  has  been  abroad. 
The  last  time  she  traveled  around 
the  world,  observing  the  people 
and  customs,  and  giving  voice  to 
her  own  beliefs.  On  her  travels 
she  met  Ghandi  in  India,  the  king 
of  Siam,  countesses  and  dukes  of 
many  nations.  She  claims  to  be 
aWe  to  travel  around  the  world

again  by  merely  walking  through 
her  home,  which  is  adorned  with 
rare  items  from  China,  India,  and 
Europe. 

From  her  travels  and  school  as- 
sociations, Mrs.  Dusenberry  has 
gained  a sympathetic  and  broad 
understanding  of  people.  "The  bet- 
ter you  know  people,  the  better 
you  like  them,’’  she  exclaimed. 
"People  have  many  hidden  virtues 
you  find  if  you  become  intimate 
with  them.” 


A professional  life  alone  is  in- 
complete for  women,  she  believes. 
Before  she  retired  from  her  career 
as  an  educator  four  years  ago  she 
was  too  busy  to  enjoy  homelife  to 
the  full.

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More  authority  for 
students,  say  west 
college  presidents 

“Student*  are  taking  more  re- 
sponsibility in  operating  student 
government  and  regulating  stu- 
dent activity  than  ever  before  is i 
the  general  opinion  of  student-  j 
body  presidents  from  major  un- j 
tversitles  in  the  west,  according ; 
to  Keith  Fillmore,  ASBTU  pres- 
ident. who  just  returned  from  j 
the  Pacific  States  Presidents’  As- 
sociation annual  meeting  at  Sun 
Valley,  Ida. 

Mr.  Fillmore  was  accompanied 
to  the  meet  by  Ralph  Benson,  Y 
president  elect.. 

The  four-day  convention,  which  1 
represented  student  body  presi- 
dents and  presidents  elect  of  62 
western  universities  featured  a 
keynote  speech  by  Idaho’s  Gov- 
ernor Robbins. 

Gov.  Robbins  told  the  student 
prexies  that  more  students  should 
major  along  political  science  lines. 
“The  nation  needs  more  graduates 
of  this  background,”  he  said. 

The  governor  also  pointed  out 
that  the  president's  association 
Was  the  most  powerful  student  or- 
ganization in  the  west. 

The  124  student  presidents  cent- 
ered their  discussions  around  the 
honor  system,  student  finances, 
intercollegiate  relations  and  union 
buildings. 

It  was  the  concensus  of  the  con- 
vention. Mr.  Fillmore  said,  that 
the  honor  system  would  work  pro- 
viding it  came  from  the  students. 
The  system  must  be  a tradition 
In  order  to  hold  student  support, 
the  group  agreed. 

Most  of  the  large  colleges  were 
.concerned  about  off  campus  dis- 
honor. One  president  pointed  out 
that  off  campus  "dishonesty”  does 
much  harm  to  the  school.  It  de- 
grades the  school  in  the  eyes  of  j 
future  employers  of  graduates. 

The  presidents  urged  the  in- 
cluding of  funds  in  the  student  I 
activity  budget  to  all  student  j 
councils  to  travel  with  athletic 
teams  and  to  entertain  visiting 
councils. 

The  convention  will  be  held  In 
Yosemite  National  Park  next  year, 
with  San  Jose  as  host  school.

Moored  firmly  at  pier  No.  3 in 
Utah  Lake  Boat  Harbor  is  a 
“BYU  Nautilus.”  Although  only 
modestly  publicized  in  the  past, 
Brigham  Young  University  can 
take  the  distinction  of  being  the 
only  college  in  Utah  and  possibly 
the  intermountain  west  to  own  and 
operate  a boat  for  educational 
purposes. 

Since  the  acquisition  of  a 40- 
passenger  navy  auxiliary  life  boat 
by  the  university  in  1946,  zoolo- 
gists, botanists,  and  ornithologists 
of  the  school  have  found  the  ves- 
sel an  ideal  medium  for  transpor- 
tation when  it  comes  to  explora- 
tion and  study  of  Utah  Lake  and 
surrounding  area. 

Although  at  the  present  time 
the  boat  would  be  difficult  to  dis- 
tinguish from  a Jewish  refugee 
ship,  the  Zoology  and  Botany  de- 
partment entertains  future  plans 
in  the  way  of  building  a cabin  on 
the  boat  to  give  it  more  utility 
end  Respectability. 

The  52  horsepower  marine  en- 
gine craft  is  just  beginning  to  re- 
alize its  excellent  potentialities  as 
vessel  for  scientific  field  trips. 


ant,  has  directed  several  of  his 
field  zoology  classes  aboard  the 
university  boat  during  the  school 
year. 

Probably  the  bigest  field  trip  or 
expedition  taken  during  the  year 
was  last  fall  when  40  students 
from  the  combined  classes  of  plant 
ecology  and  aquatic  zoology  in- 
structed by  Dr.  Bertrand  Harrison 
and  Dr.  Tanner,  respectively,  spent 
a full  day  in  making  observations, 
tests,  and  collecting  specimens. 
The  major  portion  of  the  field 
trip  was  spent  on  Rock  Island,  an 
arrowhead  shaped  30  acre  forma- 
tion of  rock  tuffa  located  in  the 
southern  section  of  Utah  Lake. 

Utah  Lake  and  surrounding  area 
offers  one  of  the  finest  scientific 
outdoor  laboratories  in  the  United 
States,  according  to  Dr.  Tanner, 
head  of  the  Zoology  department. 
The  area  will  be  enhanced  even 
more  when  the  zoology  department 
in  cooperation  with  the  Utah  Fish  | 
and  Game  organization  eventually  j 
completes  the  building  of  an  j 
aquarium  and  wildlife  sanctuary 
near  the  lake.
